Innumerable receipts are published for 
the cure of this dreadful scourge which is 
now afflicting our laud. Below we publish 
a letter from Dr. Boone, giving his meth- 
od of treatment. This letter was sent from 
Chicago to a gentleman in this county. 
Success is said to have been invariable when 
the directios published below were follow- 
ed : 

My cholera drops are 5 grains of 
calomel, one each of opium and camphor, 
one powder to be given every two hours. 1 
until at least three are given. Then if 
the disease seems to be checked. I hold 
up ; but if not, I continue the powders, 
giving one every time the bowels move, 
or, in other words, firing every time the 
enemy does, until he retreats. Nor do I 
wait the two hours between the powders, 
if the bowels should move, during the in- 
ternal, or should a powder be thrown up, 
but in either case give another immediate- 
ly This is the power to be used in the 
early stages, or mild cases. 

When the case has advanced so as to 
weaken the patient, or seems to be a severe 
attack. I use lU grains of calomel instead 
of f> to a powder, and give in the same 
way. For this reason, it is better to have 
a box of, say a dozen of each kind on 
baa4 For children, from 1 to 3 JtUt 
old, 1 divide the last, or large sized pow- 1 
ders, into eight or 12 parts, and give them 1 
in the same way. Do not be in haste to ' 
work off tie.: powdors in any case, because 
the object is to act upou the liver rather i 
than the bowels, and it is better to run the 
risk of getting a sore mouth than to fail 
in getting the action of the liver establish- 
ed. If it should be necessary, in from 
twelve to twenty hours, to give anything 
to carry off the calomel powders, rheu- 
barb. either in powder ar syrup, is the 
«afest remedy. Patients should not bi ' 
allowed to drink cold water uuder any cir- 
cumstances, as it will certaiutly keep up 
the vomiting and purging. The drink 
should be rice water, as a general rule, or

Agricultural Improvement. 

The revolution in our aysteui of labor in 
not wore of a revolution than the revolu- 
tion in the whole system of farming, to 
which it has led. Machinery has been 
substituted for manual labor to an extent 
as gratifying and profitable is it is surpri- 
Thoae were the moHt successful far- 
mers in former times who rose the earliest 
and worked the latest, although they may 
have had no mechanical skill beyond the 
use of the log chain and maul and wedges : 
hut the whole thing is changed now, and 
the farmer who has sufficient mechanicil 
knowledge to operate the various agricul- 
tural implements in use. will do more work 
and better work in utie day than five com- 
mon laborers cau du. This will be the 
ofcief point of instruction — or ought to be 
— in tho new Agricultural College connec- 
ted with Kentucky University. Common 
i.-.l.or#T '"in learned in any field, but the 
tpnWM of agricultural uiHchinery can 
only be learned by watching the modut 
while at work, and by witnessing 
the taking apart and putting together of 
the ssjtnfisstt. Not one in a thousand of 
tlit negroes or ordinary hands who have 
worked after and about reapers, threshers, 
ic., could operate them for an hour with- 
out destroying them, but by instruction in 
the mechanical construction — and if there 
i- MJ aplnt. ? ;t can be learned directly — 
the value ot a man's labor may be doubled 
or trebled. George Stevenson, the fire- 
man of a colliery, was hired for a few shill- 
ings a week, while the same George Ste- 
I r. on. the engineer and inventor,got thou- 
mmit of pound sterling for his advice as to 
the location of a road or an improvement 
of i piece of machinery. Some of the best 
fortunes in England and in this country 
have been made by mechanics, and they 
mvn mC examples of liberty iu the endow- 
ment of institutions of learning and the 
liberal arts which men of the •'higher 
I . -• - n.ijht well follow. Winans, of 
Baltimore, made his princely fortune in 
this way and h« sygsjil it, probably, more 
princely than any man in America; so also 
Mct'ormack, of Chicago, who not only- 
builds churches and theological seminaries, 
out of the profits of his agricultural im- 
plements, but has associated his name hon- 
orably with the great General and his col- 
lege by fouuding a professorship at Wash- 
ington College, Virginia, to carry his name 
* I late prosperity. McC ormaek. howev- 
er, i- • Virginian, and they know how to 
it Mtk acts better than other people.

A- this country is, more than 
all things' else, an agricultural country, so 
will the b« st talent be employed in devel 
oping it to its highest perfection. We 
have ti t toil and the climate, and when 
ma hinen shall be able to accomplish all 
work connected with tillage better and 
cheaper than the hand of man can do it, 
then wc will 1 c able to 'maintain a popula- 
tion denser thanthat of China. Tho fail- 
ure of the rice crop in India or China 
bring.- millions to starvation nnd million* 
mere to the verge of it. but the great va- 
riety of crops -uitabie to our soil and la- 
titude renders a famine next to impossible.
